Lutheran Bodies in Conference. 


First Meeting of tlio Kind Ever? H«W In 


" Tills Country—jMany States Kop- 


rpit'lltecl. 


The confere'-ce of Lutherans, comprising 


delegates frctn the General Council, Gen- 
eral Synorf and the United Synod of the 
South, tfie firat meeting ol the kind ever 
held jo this country, opened last Tuesday 
morning in St. John's Lutheran Church, 
Philadelphia. The conference was a most 
important one. first, on account of its ob- 
ject, and, secondly, because the three bod- 
ies have a communicant membership of 
600,000 persons, including 4,000 congre- 
gations. It was the outcome of a resolu- 
tion taken by the General Council in 1895, 
in which the General Synod, the United 
Synod of the South and the United Nor- 
wegian Conference were invited to join 
in council in 1896. The former two ac- 
cepted, hut the latter refused on the 
ground that the issues involved did not af- 
fect them. 


For various reasons the conference was 


postponed until last week. It is generally 
supposed that the object of the conference 
is the unification of the three bodies of 
Lutherans which have been divided for 
the past forty years. The real object, how- 
ever, it is stated is to unite simply on two 
issues—that of foreign missions and home 
missions and to adopt ways and means of 
advancing them by a common interest. 


Theie was no attempt whatever to intro- 


duce any new church organization; in fact, 
many of the delegates were opposed to 
such a measure for various reasons. Though 
they have various views on theological 
questions, all delegates unite on one point, 
namely, the adherence of the Augsburg 
Confession. The conference was largely 
attended by ministers from all parts of the 
country, including the most learned and 
noted prelates of the church. 


Dr. E. J. Wolf, of Gettysburg, waa one 


of the speakers on Tuesday. 


After the sermon on Tuesday, Rev. H. 


E. Jacobs, the dean of Mt. Airy Seminary, 
who was the chairman of the day, ex- 
plained the object of the conference as be- 
ing to prepare the way for a better under- 
standing and a more harmonious co-opera- 
tion among Lutherans in the bodies repre- 
sented. 


Discussion of topics of vital interest 


maiked the closing sessions of the Con- 
ference'on Thursday. 
When Rev. H. F. 


''cheele, who presided, rapped for order, 
the attendance was the largest of the 
week. 


The feature of the morning's session was 


the very general and animated discussion 
which followed the reading of several 
papera. 


Rev. 
Dr. .T. K Zimra, president ot the 


Suequebanria University, Seiinsgnn-e Pa., 
presented a paper on "The Lutheran Esti- 
mate of Ordination." Dr. Zimm took a 
neutral position. Afterward a lively dia- 
cnssion was precipitated by Rev. Dr. E. J. 
Wolf, of Gettysburg. Dr. Wolf's in brief, 
was that the church should call the minis- 
ter, and that no man should be ordained 
who had not been called to some particu- 
lar charge or church. Rev. Dr. A. Spaeth, 
of Mt. Airy Seminary, Germantown, agreed 
thoroughly with Dr. Wolf, and made an 
earnest argument in support of the posi- 
tion taken by him. 


Eov. Dr Joseph A. Seiss.of Philadelphia, 


held that the views expressed by Drs. 
\Volf and Spaeth were too radical and un- 
practical, and argued in favor of the con- 
clusions reached by the essayists. Dr. E. 
T. Horn, of Reading, supported Dr. Seiss, 
and epoke pointedly on that line. The 
discussion was closed by a few remarks by 
Dra. Haas and Dimm, in which they elab- 
orated a little more fully the arguments 
advanced in their papers. 


Two papers on "The Standard of Minis- 


;eriul Education" were contributed by 
Rev. 
Dr. W. E. Parson and Rev. E. A. 


Kachler. Both took the ground that the 
idncational standard should not be lower- 
ed, but on the contrary, should be made 
even higher than it now is. 
They also 


jave their views aa to certain matters up- 
on which the ministerial student should 
receive special preparation, in order that 
when ordained he mighi not only be a 
credit to himself, but to bis church. 


The afternoon session waa devoted to 


the discussion of "The Lutheran Church 
and Modern Religious Isetues" and "The 
r*roblum of Co-operation."
